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Applicant's brief affirmatively states that there are no related appeals that will be affected 
by this appeal, but omits the corollary statement regarding interferences. Applicant confirms 
there are no related interferences that would be affected by the present appeal. Applicant regrets 
the omission. 

Applicant acknowledges the typographical error in the statutory basis for the anticipation 
rejections. The anticipation rejections are grounded in 35 U.S.C, § 102 (e) v not 35 ILS,C. § 102 



In response to Applicant's arguments, the Office identifies step 110 of Figure I of U.S. 
Application Serial No. 09/752,805 ("Egermeier, et al"), also identified as U-S. Patent 
Publication No. 2002/0006677, as "equivalent to" the limitation of "modifying an operational 
parameter of the fabrication tool responsive to the result of the results of the spectroscopic 
analysis " Applicant notes that Figure 1 clearly shows that there is no modification of 
operational parameters. Rather, as shown in Figure I, either the wafer is rejected (at 112) or 
wafer processing continues (at 114). Thus, the response to the comparison in step 110 is to 
either accept or reject the wafer. Egermeier teaches or suggests nothing beyond merely 
accepting or rejecting the wafer. The alleged "equivalence" is therefore unfounded, and the 
rejections improvident
